G.S.R. 348.—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by the proviso to article 309 of tile Constitution and 
in supersession of the Indian Bureau of Mines 
(Group ‘A’ and ‘B’ posts) Recruitment Rules, 1964 
so far as they relate to the post of Senior Administra¬ 
tive Officer, Administrative Officer and Asstt.

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if 
satisfied that such marriage is permissible 
under the personal law applicable to such 
person and other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so 
doing, exempt any person from the ope¬ 
ration of this rule. 

6. Power to relax.—Where the Central Gov¬ 
ernment is of the opinion that it is neces¬ 
sary expedient so to do, it may, by order 
and for reasons to be recorded in writing 
and in consultation with the Union Public 
Service Commission, relax any of the pro¬ 
visions of these rules, with respect to any 
class or category of persons. 

7. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect 
reservations, relaxation of age limit and 
other concessions required to be provided 
for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled 
Tribes, ex-service men and other special 
categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government 
from tame to time in this regard.
